IN UTTERING these words 
the Saviour undoubtedly 
meant to teach that hum- 
ble service rendered to 
humble people is worthy of 
Divine recognition. 

The gift mentioned, a Cup 
of cold water, entails no cost 
save the trouble of securing 
and dispensing it. The 
recipient is "one of these 
little ones." The meaning 
•here is nol necessarily chil- 
dren, but rather the text 
refers to people despised, 
"little" in the sight of the 
world.

the city have their contrasting aspects. 
At ri!;ht A man patrols each residential 
district Ccirrying a lantern and two pieces 
of hardwood which he periodically bangs 
together as he walks. Wc sometimes 
call him the click-clack man," and we 
are glad to hear him as his wooden clap- 
pers tell us that all is well and there 
are no outbreaks of fire in our vicinity. 

Should he carry a drum, however, we 
become alert and listen carefully so that we 
may hear him call out where the fire is and 
thui judge -nhether it is necessary for us to 
begin to make preparations for clearing out. 
This IS an anxious moment, as at any time a 
fire might occur which would 
sweep over a whole district. 
Tlie rapidity with which Jap- 
anese families can be on the 
trail with practically all their

In the event of ?. fire being 
in progress, one also hears 
the weird, mournful cries of 
the sirens and the powerful 
throbs of the up-to-date fire 
engines as they rush to the 
point of danger.

A bearing in a laundry machine 
got overheated, a fire broke out and, owing 
to lack of water, the fire brigades were 
greatly hampered in their efforts to control 
the blaze.

ried by Japanese, and also numbers of "War 
Crys." With the (ire blazing round them, 
in a place hollowed out amongst the hat 
wreckage. Major Segawa and his auis- 
tants thus ministered to the refugees ell 
through the night. 

Parcels were made up at Headquai- 
ters and dispatched to one hundred and 
fifty of the refugees from the Nippan 
fire. They were very much appreciated 
and towards their cost Baron Morimuis, 
a long-standing practical friend cf The 
Army's, gave a substantia! donation 

Some idea of the extent of the £rs 
will be gathered from the fact that ovei 
fifteen thousand people were rendered 
homeless and two thousand one hundred 
houses were destroyed. Can it be won 
dered that life in Tokyo is full of strain 
and cxcitement> One never knowa when 
the next fire will happen or whether it 
might nol come into his own district 
This is another of the possible contraili 
in Tokyo,
